2. The method recited in claim 1, wherein the web browser translates the proxy in accordance 
with an established protocol. 

3. The method recited in claim 2, wherein the protocol is the diatlto protocol. 

4. The method recited in claim 1, wherein the web browser creates search hook objects from 
said data entered into the computer system to translate said data when the web browser is 
unable to identify the established protocol. 

5. The method recited in claim 4, wherein data that cannot be translated using search hook 
objects is transferred back to the web browser. 

6. The method recited in claim 1, wherein said name server can store a proxy for a telephone 
number. 
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
